r Niataral Resources And : 
Khe Cost Of Production 


In the course of one of the series of addresses made by him during his 
tour of Western Canada, Premier Mackenzie King said: “The only way to 
solve problems is to reduce, if possible, the cost pf production—the cost ot 
living.” 

No one is likely to take exception to this statement except that many 
people will say that the qualifying words, “if. possible,” should be eliminated. 
Few things are impossible of achievement if men are determined in their 
efforts to reach any desired end. So far as bringing. about a reduction in 
the costs of production in Canada, and therefore in the cost of living, there 
can be no question but that it is possible. As Rotarians say, it can be done. 

But it is not going to be done if such a large percentage of Canadian 
manufacturers continue to pursue their present policy of importing enormous 
quantities of raw materials, or semi-manuafactured articles, for use in their 
finished products, and which could be obtained from Canada’s own great 
wealth cf natural resources and the whole process of manufacture carried out 
in Caniuda instead of only a part‘of It. 

Canada’s adverse balance of trade with the United States is largely made 
up of importations by Canadian manufacturers of materials and supplies which 
could be obtained and produced within Canada. ‘Too many Canadian manu- 
facturers prefer to follow the “easy way” of importation instead of utilizing 
a portion of their own capital in the development for use of the natural re- 
sources of this Dominion. As a result both the cost of production and of liv- 
ing is too high. ne 

And then these finished products of Canadian factories, containing a large 
percentage in many instances of United States materials, are protected by 
heavy Customs duties against competition by similar articles made wholly 
in the United States. At the same time hundreds of these factories, Cana- 
dian so-called, because they are located on Canadian soil, are nothing but 
branch factories of United States concerns erected on this side of the line in 
order to escape payment of Customs dities and to secure the benefits of the 
Canadian Preferential Tariff in Empire markets, In other words, in the case 
of hundreds of factories Canadian cilizens are paying abnormally high prices 
because of a Customs tariff maintained to protect these United States oft- 
shoots from their parent concerns across the line. 4 a 

Costs of production and of living in Canada will begin to tumble when 
Canada begins to make full use of its own natural resources, but not until 
then, Canadians cannot expect lower costs so long as their own manufac- 
turers go on importing raw materials and semi-manufgctured articles—upon 
which, of course, profits are first levied as well as transportation and tariff 
charges—instead of developing and making use of our ¢wn natural resources. 
Even in the case of many of our natural products now being developed, they 
are shipped in a-raw stato-to the United States and brought back in a semi- 
manufactured or completed state, instead of Canada’s own capitalists and in- 
dustrial leaders providing for their complete manufacture in this country. 

United States’ owners of branch factories in Canada are naturally quite 
content to bring in raw or semi-manufactured materials from the United 
States, and get the bulk of the duty rebated to them when such materials are 
used in producing a finished article in this country. But Canadian manu- 
facturers should not be content, although most of them appear to be. 

Inasmuch as the development and production for use of our own natural 
resources offers the only sure method of reducing production and living costs, 
and also presents the only means through which necessary wealth.is to, be 
produced to ultimately pay off Canada’s great war debt and thus reduce the 
heavy taxation burden, which, by the way, is also a big factor in keeping up 
production and living costs, it would appear to be the duty of the Canadian 
Government and Parliament to immediately tackle the problem of effecting a 
rapid development of these Canadian resources; sn e 

Instead of allowing heavy rebates on United States and other foreign ma- 
terials when used in manufactures in Canada, why not try the plan of large- 
ly reducing the Customs protection afforded all manfacturers where the article 
manufactured is not made wholly out of Canadian materials. This would 
have the effect of providing real protection for bona fide Canadian goods, prove 
4 stimulus to employment, and compel United States branch factories in this 
country to use Canadian raw materials, 

Most important of all it would assist to bring about the development of 
our own natural resources, which development, let it be emphasized, is essen- 


tial to the economic Independence and national progress and prosperity of this 
Dominion.

In W heat Fields Of Canada 


Research work for the eradication 
of rust In Canada’s wheat fields may 
have It. headquarters in Winnipeg if 
the plans under consideration by the 
Federal and Manitoba Agriculture De- 
partments mature as expected, and 
the laboratories will be located on the 
grounds of Manitoba Agricultural Col- 
lege, says the Manitoba Free Press. 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Federal Min- 
ister, and Pres. J. A. MacLean~ and 
Dean McKillican, of Manitoba Agricul- 
tural College, have conferred on a pro- 
posal to erect a $40,000 building with 
sufficient land for experimental pur- 
poses, about 26 acres. The land Is 
offered free to the Federal Depart- 
ment by the Provincial College. 

Rust has exacted an annual toll on 
crops for 2,000 years, officials state, 
and it is not expected that its eradica- 
tion will be accomplished immediately. 

A feature of the campaign is that 
it is being framed on a permanent 
basis. The Fedef&&l Government 1s 
not expecting that any direct. results 
will be obtained for years and Years. 
No effort will be spared, however, and 
gradually, perhaps, a solution will be 
evolved. ; 

The Federal Government will pay 
for all the research work done and al- 
together the increase in expenditures 
should this scheme go through, would 
be quite large. Mr. Motherwell, it is 
known, is convinced that all possible 
avenues of research should be pur- 
sued energetically and that the cost 
should not be the governing factor.

Natural ‘Ressuress Bulletin . 


Many Accidente Caused Through 
Carelessness With Explosives 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In 
terior at Ottawa says: 

In a review of the annual report of 
the explosives division of the depart 
ment of mines one cannot: but be 
struck by the number of accidents 
caused to boys through the finding of 
explosives. 


This has been especial 
ly true of detonators, the larger por- 
tion of the accidents being caused 
through curiosity as to what the ef- 
fect would be when exploded by con- | 
tact with fire or from the foree of a 
blow. The eftect in almost all cases 
was: the loss of portions of the hand 
or more serious injuries. 

Detonators, or caps are necessary 
when using dynamite and guncotton 
explosives. Decomposition must be 
started by the application of sudden 
high temperature and pressure, This} 
is effected by firing a small charge of | 
fulminate of mercury which explodes | 
with great violence and sets off the 
explosive with which it comes in con- 


tact. The fuiminate of mereury is ; 
compressed in small copper tubes} 
which are fired by a fuse. The ex- 


plosives division suggests that detona- 
tors sliould not be conveyed or kept 
with dynamite or other explosives on} 
account of the danger of accidents. | 

The point of this appeal is that 
greater care should be taken in the 
care of explosives, that detonators | 
should be kept away from children, | 
who are naturally curious; that the; 
danger should be explained, and the, 
need for care impressed upon all | 
workmen who are entrusted with the} 
use of explosives, and that both ex- 
plosives and detonators should be se- 
cured against theft by both adults and 
children. Of the 61 persons injured 
last year through playing with detona- 
tors and explosives, more than forty 
were boys. These latter will, as the 
result of carelessness on the. part ot 
users of explosives be handicapped for 
life. The greatest of all the natural 
resources of Canada is her children; 
let us therefore exercise every precau- 
tion in the care and use of explosives 
that they may be protected from acci- 
dents by this cause.

The editorial in the Review of Nov. 
20, under the heading “Shall Parlia- 
ment be Supreme?” is timely. It is 
a question which every citizen must 
seriously ponder, because economic 
and political developments have now 
reached such a stage within the pre- 
sent order of things that the people's 
rights of democratic self-government 
are practically impossible. Through 
the evolution of indus'rial enterprise 
and the concentration of wealth. A 
few unscrupulous individuals have 
succeeded in gaining control of the 
natura rsources and public utilities to 
such extent that they now completely 
govern the dea‘iny of the people, in- 
cluding parliament. 

During the last session of the feder- 
al house, Mr. Woodsworth of Winni- 
peg, offered an amendment to the gov- 
ernment’s fiscal ‘policy. It was at 
“hat time that the Speaker of the 
house pointed out that the amend- 
ment was too specific, and for that 
reason had to be revised before it 
could be allowed consideration by the 
house. And Mr. Me’ghen on this oc- 
easion took the liberty to explain to 

«¢he house that it was contrary to past 
practice of parliament to- permit a 
private member to propose changes of 

‘ fiseal policies—such could only be 
submitted by the Cabinet members. 
When, together with this we consider 
that institutions such as the “Senate” 
and “the board of railway commission- 
ers” the members of which aré ap- 
pointed by the government, Yet hold 
powers to veto or deliberately set 
aside any bill or measure the parlia- 
ment enacts which they do no‘ ap- 
prove, these fats contin positive proof 
that some concealed power is hard at 
work undermining. the principle of 
“the rights of the people.”It is also 
obvious that this tendedncy will devel- 
ope from bad «“o worse if the peope 
do not begin to devise ways and 

‘means to protect themselves, 

In this connection it may be advis- 
able to criticaly examine what in re- 
ality constitutes “political power.” 
The people. have ‘been taught and ‘he 
vast majority still believe that politi- 
cal power is based on the will of the 
majority as expressed at elections. 
This is a false conception, because up- 
on closer analysis it will be found that 
an “inner circle” composed of men 
that have much a stake, select the 
candidates and pay campaign expen- 
ses. All the people ate asked to do 
do is to vote. The consequences are 
that whichever of the candidates thus 
selected wins, the people lose, because 
they have been selected on “he strength 
and ability that they possess to pro- 
tect and promote the interest of cor- 
porate wealth. Therefoe the true ba- 
sis of political powe rests wi'h and is 
dependent on control of the means and 
materials of wealth-production and 
distribution. — 

It is this fundamental fact that the 
“progressive party” have not ye iully 
realized. kiven in Alberta where the 
farmers poitical activity is supposed 
to be based on “Industrial group prin- 
cipies” the necessary unuerstand.ng 
has not yet been deveioped, e, 
strange though it may seem, :t is ius 
econuin.e praacipie of indwriat group 
solidarity that is a constant target 0: 
attack from the old political parties 
and thew supporters, The fact is, 
that these forces do, fully understand 
‘he advantage of such poiitical poucy, 
while the farmers and iaborers do not 


yet tuly recognize this important act. |’ 


We can ali recall the. optim.scc 
speeches delivered by progressive 
members concerning the achievement 
of securing the restoration of “Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement” and the great 
financial saving as a resul’. theceof, 
only to find it to be largeiy illusions. 

» This great shock and less of political 
prestige is the result of lack of prop- 
er knowledge of the political game. 
Although oiten told that we mus’ con- 
struct our political machine from the 
ground up, we have, as farmers, abso- 
lutely faileed to do so. The same ie 
true of labor, and the small business 
men. The result of this serious ne 
giect.is that our representasives have 
not the necesary organized force be 
hind them to enforce their demands 

I therefore trust that this incident 
will become a Valuable object lesson to 
every citizen who believes in ihe prin- 
ciples of “human rights” and hence 
forth get busy to prepare for the next 
political battle. First organize in the 
industries in which you are engaged 
co-ordinate your efforts; learn oA co- 
operate socially; industrially and polit- 
ically. Such mahod would enable ur 
as citizens to devop a force for pro- 
gress improvement that no, gov- 
ernment would dare to ignore or tam- 
per with.This power, dear reader, lies 
n your hands, use it intelligently and 
we shall never again be defeated in 
our efforts.

“Eeconorcitheskara Zhin,” the official 
‘conomic organ of the Soviets, defines 
as foliows the scope of the approach- 
ing crisis: “In 1021, whea a disastrous 
famine ravaged Russia’s southeastern 
provinces, tho whole country produe- 
ed only one-hal! of the grain she used 
to produce before the war. This year 
her production has been equal to two- 
thirds of the pre-war figure. Hence 
the number of famine-suffercrs will be 
insignificaat as compared with 1921, 
when‘ap to thirty millions were af- 
fected by the unprecedented calamity. 
The Soviet Government will be abio to 
save the famine-sufferers from starva- 
Mon by its own efforts and out of its 
own resources.” ; ig 

This is, however, the officiel version, 
which cam hardly be reconciled with 
what coe reads between the lines of 
reports. Printed in’ the “Izviestia’” and 
“Pravda.” Vor instance, the mere 
enumeration of regions that have sul- 
fered from the drought makes it clear 
that the famine+stricken area will be 
witer this year than it was In 1922. 
It ts not only Volga provinces and the 
Ukraine that are now menaced with 
starvation; to these euaormous regions 
must be added also important parts of 
Cenfra! Russia which did not suffer 
three yours ago and will now experi: 
ence the famine for tho first time. 

Whatever be the precise proportions 
of the disaster, it is clear that any 
government confronted with it should 
take = series of measures directed to 
counteract its eventual consequences, 
it ls evident that the. exportation of 
grain from the country should be pro- 
hibited, and that all philanthropic or- 
ganizations should be urged to tom- 
bine their efforts in ‘combating the 
calaraity. Such would be undoubt- 
edly the attitude of any other govern- 
ment; but the Soviet Government has 
its own way of looking at things.— 
New York Outlook.

Carbon Monoxide Poisoning 
In’ Small Garages 
Danger of Exhaust From Engine in 
Small, Closed Space 

The newspapers recently carried a 
news item of the death from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, of a prominent 
Baltimore man, who was found dead in 
his garage with the ongine of hia auto- 
mobile still running With the onset 
of colder weather such accidents will 
probably Increase in frequency, says 
the surgeon-genvral. of the United 
States Public Health Service, who 
Warns automobile owners of the dan- 
ger Involved in running a gasoline en 
gine in a small closed space for any 
considerable period of ime. 

In tests of the exhaust of a small 
23 horsepower automobile ongine, it 
has been found that it discharged ap 
proximately 25 cubic feet of gas per 
minute, samples of which gave an 
average of 6 per cent. carbon mon- 
oxide, or 1.5 cubic feet of deadly car- 
bon monoxide gas per minute. ofr 
course larger engines will give off 
more. Now ao ratio of 15 parts car- 
bon monoxide to 10,000 parts of air is 
considered a dangerous concentration 
to be exposed-to for a considérable 
time; and the small 23 horsepower on- 
gine in “warming up” and giving off 
only one cubic foot of carbon monoxide 
per minute would contiminate the air 
of a small, closed garage, 10 by 10 by 
20 feet, to the danger point {n about 
three minutes. 

Toured World On Small Sum 
Young Englishman Has Just Complet- 
ed Trip On $250 

A statement fn the London Evening 
Standard to the effect that, by travel- 
ling steerage, it ls possible for any- 
one to go round the world for £150, 
has called forth a criticism from John 
Henderson, who has just completed a 
round-the-world tour on £50. 

He suggests that a young man who 
spend £150 on circling the globe is 
not only wasting £100 of good money, 
but is also miseing all chance of see- 
ing the world from a correct perspec- 
tive.

“Cannot the police advise me what 
to do with this man?” 

The Judge turned appealingly to Ux 
guardians of the law, but they could 
not, betause there was nd provision 
for such cases ; 

The scene was a courtroon, no 
doubt a crowded one, in a largo Cana 
dian city, and the problem which was 
pugzling the judge was one which ts 
a tamillar old bugbear in Canadian 
courtrooms at the present thine. What 
is to be done with that human derelict, 
the creature. “whose future has beep 
wreoked and physical condition shat- 
tered by his addiction to the use of 
drugs?” i 

One niore derelict has been tossed 
Upon the rocks and the officers of jus- 
tice could do nothing to save him be- 
cause “There was no provision for 
such cases.” There he was, emaciat- 
ed and shaking with weakness, cling- 
ing to the odge of the dock. It seems 
that he had been sentenced some 
months before to two years tn a penl- 
tentlary for haying been caught with 
narcotic drugs In his possession. * But 
when found to be tubercular ho was 
given his Hberty. Apparently “there 
was no provision for such cases.” 

Now, oncé more in court, he was 
pleading that he be sent somewhere, 
anywhere, for treatment, where some 
salvage might bo mado of his rained 
life, or where, at least, he might be 
allowed to live out his remaining daya. 
But he was reluctantly thrown back 
into the world from which he sought 
to escape. The officers of justice 
were powerless to do otherwise—be- 
cause “there was no provision for such 
cases,” 

According to a report recently Is- 
sued by the federal department of 
health, a very conservative estimate of 
the number of drug addicts ‘in Canada 
is 10,000, 

Estimating the cost of the average 
daily dosage of ‘the consumer, the 
economic wastage. due to the loss in 
earning power of drug addicts, the 
cost of 2,500 annual arrests made by 
police in Canada for offences against 
the narcotic laws, and the court ex- 
Penses, fees and salaries spent in 
bringing them. to Justice, the enor- 
mous sum of $20,575,000 is arrived at 
as the price pald annually for nar- 
cotics In Canada. 

“If only a small fraction,” the re- 
port goes on to say, “of the money 
thus wasted were spent in the estab- 
lishment of hospitals or other Iinsti- 
tutions, colonies or farms for the cure 
and segregation of drug addicts, it 
would go a long way towards solving 
the problem of narcotism in this coun- 
try, and would prevent, to a very great 
degree, a lot of misery, suffering and 
crime, not only to our present-day so- 
clety, but to the generations yet un- 
born.” 

The problem of the narcotic drug 
habit in Canada has been traced back 
at least to the year 1880 when first 
statistics relating to it were made 
available, There are now in Canada 
at least 10,000 bound {fn abject and 
horrible slavery—a small city! And 
still we have no provision for such 
cases.

Indian Natives’ Simple Diet 
Fine Race Lives Ghiefly on Coarse 
Bread and Vegetabies 

An eminent physician who practised 
for many years in Simla states that 
the natives of the Punjab, the north- 
west province of Indla, whose diet is 
mainly coarse wholemeal bread, sel- 
dom suffer from cancer. Tho diet of 
these people consists of lightly scorch- 
ed unleavened bread, made from a 
dough of wholemeal stone-milled un- 
sifted flour into cakes about ‘the size 
and shape of our pancakes. This 
bread is eaten with dal; a ‘sort of 
pulse, or with curried vegetables. A 
large quantity of cellulose is taken In 
the form. of raw radishes, sugar 
cane, and-raw frult. The peasants 
also drink quantities of milk. With 
them bread is the staff of life. They 
have magnificent teeth, and are usual- 
ly of fine physique,

Coal and Waterpower 


Waterpower Development in Canada 
Results in Saving of Coal | 
A recent study of the total coal con- 
sumption for all purposes in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, taking the aver- 
age over the past five years, shows 
that the average coal consumption per 
capita is 20 per cent. less in Canada 
than in the United States. Consider- 
ing that the climate of Canada is cold- 
er than the average of the United 
States the opposite result might be ex- 
pected and analysis. shows that this 
result is mainly duc to the saving of 
coal in industries by wdterpower de- 
velopment. The waterpower develop- 
ment in Canada is now 350 h.p. per 
1,000 of population as against 95 h.p. 
in the United States.
